MAJOR BATTLE 


Fighting Assumes Pro- 
portions of Campaign 
In Shanghai Area 


(Copyright, 1938, by the United Press) 

WITH CHINESE FORCES, NEAR 
TAIERHCHWANG, April 27 (UP), 
—Generalissimo Chiang kai-shek 
today rushed picked troops from all 
parts of China to meet a major 
Japanese offensive along the Lung- 
hai railway front. 

A reinforced Japanese column 
pursued General Tang En-po’s 
Chinese forces which now are in re- 
treat in the Peihsién sector. 

Other Japanese forces, after oc- 
cupying Tancheng, advanced against 
Changtzechung and Pangpinghsun, 
only 15 miles north of the Lunghai 
railroad. 

Faced by the threat of rapidly ad- 
vaneing Japanese troops along the 
front, Generalissimo Chiang ordered 
reinforcements from Yunnan and 
Shansi provinces to move into the 
line. Other reenforcements were 
ordered to the Lunghai front from 
other areas. 


BIG AS SHANGHAI FIGHT 


Chinese commanders said that 
the Lunghai front battle has reached 
the proportions of last year’s fight- 
ing for control of Shanghai. 

Chinese forces, confronting well- 
mechanized Japanese attacking 
columns, suffered from inferior ar- 
tillery. But their morale remained 
high, as this correspondent wit- 
nessed last night in spectacular 
fighting north of Taierchwang, 
where Japanese suffered a major 
defeat last month. 

In one of the most ambitious at- 
tacks of the war General Sun Lien- 
chung, a former division com- 
mander under the “Christian Gen- 
eral” Feng Yu-Hsiang, attacked up 
the Taichow railway against the 
little village of Sanmicheng. 

General Sun’s artillery, admit- 
tedly inferior to that of the Japa- 
nese, laid down a barrage which 
momentarily halted the Japanese 
advance in the Taierhchwang sector. 
But the Chinese were unable to dis- 
lodge the Japanese, who were en- 
trenched behind small stone towers 
defending a semi-circle of hills. 

Chinese reinforcements éstimated 
in the thousands streamed into the 

tle area north of suchow, junc- 
‘tion of the vital Lungha! and Tient- 
sin-Pukow- railways. 

Throughout the battle area there 
was devastation. Incendiary shells 
from Japanese long range guns set 
whole villages aflame. Paths behind 
the Chinese retreat were littered 
with corpses. Chinese supply trains 
moved with difficulty because com- 
munication lines were under Japa- 
nese artillery fire.

these lands are not as blatant as in Czecho- 
slovakia or the other countries which are in the road 
of Hitlers drive to the East. But in the matter of 
war preparations and territorial expansion of German 


dinavian states are being wooed as well as threatened 
to seal a war alliance with the 
Nazis, while Holland and Flan- | 
ders are being slated for the 
doom of Austria. 4 
Since the seizure of Austria by 
Hitler, the Dutch Nazi chief, 
A. A. Mussert, has been making 
frequent trips by car to Germany. cg 
The purpose of these visits is the Gm 
coordination of the fascist cam- 3 
paign in this part of the world. S " 
The Dutch fuehrer Mussert is 
a little shy about protlaiming the . 
Nazi aims in Holland. This is 
done, however, by auxiliary fas- 
cist organizations. “Our blood is 
German,” they shout. “We are with Hitler for the 
Third Reich.” -And they demand incorporation“ of 
Holland into the totalitarianized German Reich. The 
more impetuous Nazi students warn Premier Colijn 
that the fate of Schuschnigg awaits him if he is not 
quick enough to goose-step into the arms of Hitler. 
In German, and what were formeriy Austrian 
schools, maps are being hung up showing Holland and 
Flanders as territory already annexed to Germany. 
In the Scandinavian countries, the Nazis claim 
North Sleswig, Denmark, as unretrieved German 
soil.“ When Austria was seized and Ozechoslovakia 
later threatened, the leading newspaper in this Nazi-. 
dominated area, the Nordschleswigsche Zeitung, hailed 
“the victory of National. Socialism,” which they said 
“is not to be checked by * frontiers.” 


The rest of the 1 nations are subjected 
to intense spying and intrigue by the Nazis, who in 


every way possible are seeking to force these north 


European countries into a war alliance with the Rome- 
Berlin-Tokio axis against the U. S. S. R. 

The Reichswehr (German... army) newspaper. 
Deutsche Wehr, publishes in as serious a tone as it 
can command a number of fairy stories about “a 
Soviet plot to invade. the Scandinavian countries.” 
And, for that reason, argue the Nazi would-be 
Napoleons, the Scandinavian governments must look 
to the German fascists “for self-protection.” 

With the war danger rising throughout the Baltie 
and the Scandinavian areas, the Swedish people espe- 
cially are being pelted with “isolationist” propaganda 
not. much different from the similar fascist-aiding 


campaign in the U. S. 


A letter from Stockholm, which we quote here, gives 
us some insight into the mars of this 3 in 
Sweden: 

“The growing threat from Germany mas caused. a 
discussion in the Swedish press on ‘neutrality.’ The 
reactionaries want no change in the present foreign 
policy. The leading newspaper of the Right, Svenska

Sweden represents a source of raw materials indis- 
pensable to Germany. Arbetet advocates a neutrality 
which’ would net permit supplies to any of the, bel- 
ligerent parties.
